Which leads to the opinion, said 
Mr. Bailey, who furnished this in­ 
formation, that the fault is not with 
the board that 
adjusts the matter, 
but with a congress that has tied 
the board’s hands. 
O fficeri At Dallas. 
Mr. Bailey added that ho was very 
much enthused to find that the Vet 
erans Bureau at Dallas is officiated 
over, for the clvef part, by disabled 
veterans, all the higher officers be­ 
ing members of the latter organize 
tion. Mr. Bailey added that he would 
like to see a law passed by Con­ 
gress giving compensation to those 
deserving of it, regardless of when 
their claim may have been filed a- 
cause for compensation or disability

P e r s o n a l Motiv es . 
Mr. Bailey’s report read, in part;

ual members of the Disabled Amer- 
can Veterans of the World War, act­ 
ing upon their own personal and in­ 
dividual responsibility 
without any 
authority whatever from the organi­ 
zation at large. 
Wants See Justice. 
‘‘As State Commander of the or­ 
ganization, I might say to you that 
I have made personal contact with 
practically every staff man in your 
organizaion and while I realize t lilly 
ihat so long as the Bureau is opec 
ated by human beings there must 
be and will be some errors and mis 
takes, I have never had occasion to 
call one of these mistakes to youi 
attention or to the attention of any 
of your official staff that immediate 
action was not taken to correct the 
error if same was found to exist. 
“ As an ex-service man and as State 
Commander of the D sallied Ameri­ 
can Veterans of the World War, I 
at all times sponsor justice in behalf 
of the disabled ex-soldiers but at the 
same time I fully realize some of 
the handicaps-under wh ch the Bu­ 
reau is operating and some of the 
problems with which it is confronte i 
in carry ng out the provisions of the 
laws enacted by Congress 
and the 
regulations as pr< mulgated by your 
Central Office in Washington. It is 
with pleasure that I note that tin 
majority of the official personnel of 
the Veterans’ Bureau is composed of 
cx-scrvice men.”
